The explosions occurred

basement of the plant and are be­ 
liev ed to hav e been caused by leak­ 
ing gas, but how it was ignited has 
not been determined. 
The sharp series of blasts 
were 
heard through the entire west end of 
the city and attracted a large crowd 
which hampered firemen. 
The building was badly damaged 
before firemen brought the blaie un­ 
der control.

E xcessive tax es are a menace to ev ery property owner, nay s 
Ray P. Chase, state auditor. 
In a circular letter sent out he out­ 
lines this argument. 
Whether or not tax es in Minnesota are too high in propor­ 
tion to the benefits receiv ed from the money ex pended, whether 
or not they are too high from the standpoint of the property own­ 
er’s ability to pay , are questions affecting the welfare of ev ery 
v oter. 
To the owner of farm property , they are of v ital impor­ 
tance. 
It is impossible for a farmer to hand his tax burden on to the 
ultimate consumer by means of a price increase. He himself must 
pay . If his tax burden has become oppressiv e and the tax con­ 
fiscatory , it can’t be shifted. Therefore it should be reduced. In­ 
telligent tax reduction must come through lessened ex penditure 
of public monies and the decrease in ex penditure must occur where 
public funds are being spent on lux uries and non-essentials or dis­ 
sipated through waste and misuse. 
The public who pay the tax es are the ones to determine 
whether or not the sums paid are ex cessiv e, and if so, where cur­ 
tailment shall begin. 
For the tax pay ing public to determine 
wisely , they must be fully and accurately informed of the amounts 
they and their neighbors pay , how the rev enues thus receiv ed are 
div ided between the different spending units of gov ernment and 
for what each unit, uses its share. 
Such information is alway s av ailable. 
The greater portion 
of the farmers of Minnesota, and ev ery other state, hav e found it 
difficult to obtain, not because it is unav ailable but because it has 
not been widely distributed among those wlfo do not hav e easy ac­ 
cess to records at the Capitol or Court House. 
Recognizing this, 
the Legislature of Minnesota, in Chapter 319, Laws of 1915 , di­ 
rected each county treasurer to “ cause to be printed, stamped or 
written on the back of all current tax receipts, a statement show­ 
ing the number of mills of the current tax apportioned 
to the grada eroaalnga. 
state, county , city , v illage, town or school district.” By using the 
j 
Vriiielct when meeting »<> keep to 
rates thus giv en and the v aluation shown on the front of 
the re-¡right of cen te r of road, 
eeipt, any tax pay er can readily ascertain the proportion 
of his 
lax going to each gov ernmental unit. Although this data has been 
printed on the tax receipts since 1915 , it has not been v ery ex ten­ 
siv ely used. 
To bring the information out, its v alue home to the 
farmers of Minnesota, the illustrativ e statements herein hav e 
b een prepared. 
In the rural sections of the state, there are four gov ernmental 
units authorizing ex penditures which result in direct tax lev ies— 
state, county , township and school district. 
Considering these four civ il subdiv isions in order: 
The state tax rate which will be fix ed this fall, and on the 
basis of which 1927 tax es \y jil be paid, will be lower than the rate 
fix ed last fall and on the basis of which tax es are being paid this

The county tax rate, which on the av erage was ex pected to 
show a decrease throughout the state, did decrease in thirty -three! 
counties, remained the same in three and increased in fifty -one. j 
It is now found that the lev y in the av erage county , for county 
purposes, has actually jumped from 14 .03 mills, the rate for the 
1924 tax paid in 1925 , to 14 .4 5 mills lev ied last y ear and pay able' 
this y ear. 
If direct tax es now paid by Minnesota farmers are to be re­ 
duced further, reduction must come principally as the result of 
reduced spending by townships and school districts. 
This is so 
clear that it permits of no argument. 
The farmer v oters of the state at their town elections on 
« March 9th largely determined the amount of their township ex ­ 
penditures. 
Consequently they determined the amount they will 
pay in township tax es during 1927 . Whether they reduced or in- 
e’eased their tax es for township purposes will not be known for 
alt townships until the county auditors report to the state auditor 
nex t winter. 
The nex t opportunity for Minnesota farmers to ex press at 
the polls their wishes relativ e to tax reduction will occur at the 
school elections in J uly . 
Formerly Minnesota’s school elections 
were held on the third Saturday in J uly .

Whether or not taxes in Minnesota are too high in propor­ 
tion to the benefits received from the money expended, whether 
or not they are too high from the standpoint of the property own­ 
er’s ability to pay, are questions affecting the welfare of every 
voter.

THE “UNFAVORABLE” SEASON IS

(UP))-— S m al­ 
ler produet ion in the nine principal 
crops of M innesota w ith the excep­ 
tion of w in ter w heat is indicated by 
the July I condition. Paul II. K irk, 
M innesota a g ric u ltu ral 
sta tistician , 
raid iii his July crop report today. 
An “ u nfavorable” season is blamed 
for the condition of the crops being 
below the IO year average. 
In t 
.southeastern p a rt of the state, crop 
prospects are “ fairly good.” 
Else­ 
where dry w eather has resulted in 
only a main stem 
crop 
of 
sm all 
grains, stool developm ent being ah 
sent. 
However, favorable conditions 
may cause a better crop th an indi 
rated now. 
“ The acreag e of corn, barley, flax, 
durum wheat and tam e hay seeded in 
Minnesota this y ear,” 
K irk 
san 
"w as increased. 
W inter w heat and 
spring w heat rem ained 
practically 
the same. 
A decreased acreage was 
planted in oats, rye and potatoes.” 
With a three 
per 
cent 
g rea ter 
acreage planted in corn, a Ju ly I 
condition of 72 per cent of norm al 
forecasts a production of 122,486,000 
bushels com pared w ith 156,682,000 
bushels in 1925, the drop being din 
to cool dry w eather. 
A w inter w h ea t crop of 2,787,000 
bushels was forecast, com pared w ith 
2.720.000 bushels in 1925. 
Spring 
wheat acreage is one per cent less 
and the indicated yield per acre is 
10.9 bushels, in d ic atin g a crop of 
21.913.000 bushels, compared 
with 
26.390.000 bushels in 1925. 
Tills 
includes durum w heat. 
With an estim ated oats acreage of 
4.525.000 acres, six per cent less, th< 
forecast crop is 133,035,000 bushels 
compared with 202,188,000 bushels 
in 1925, an indicated yield of 19.4 
bushels an acre. 
Harley h aving become a feed crop 
increased 8 per cent in acreage to 
1.211.000 apres.
